RANKS WITH °33 & ’37 


“Football was placed on the Ath- 
letic Program of Gould Academy 
this Fall and the Bethel team went 


-j;out and played the game as tho 


it was an old habit.” That was a 
Statement made by a Lewiston 
Sports writer back in the fall of 
1932. The team this Opening year 
won four games, tied one and lost 
one. But during this year Coach- 
es Anderson and Myers were con 
centrating on underclassmen with 
the result that the team of 1983 
was. Gould’s first undefeated team, 
this time with an uncrossed goal 
line. They made 102 points to their 
opponents’ two for the season, That 
year on Gould’s starting line-up 
were nine Bethel boys and two 
from out of town, There were 46 
boys out for football in '33, 


In 1987 the “Blue and Gold” 
again blossomed out with an out- 
standing unldéfeated team, The 
highlights of this season were sen-~ 
sational victories over South Paris 
and Mexico in the final two games 
of the season. South Paris came 
to Gould that year with a String of. 
consecutive victories extending’ in- 
to three years: but Gould turned 
them back 1447, The final game 
with Mexico was almost a duplicate 
of this year’s game. Both teawas 
Scored in the first period but Mex- 
ico converted the extra point to 
lead at half time 756. Gould 
however came back and played in- 
spired ball to upset the favored: 
Pintos and win 20-7, The Stars. of 
the team of ’87 were Murray 
Thurston at tackle, and Eddie 
Robertson and Johnson in. the 
backfield. ; 

This year Coach Scott and his 
assistant, Coach Roderick, have 
added the third great team to 
Gould's list of undefeated teams in 
the 11 years in which the Acad- 
emy has sponsored football, This 
yoar’s aggregation will be remem- 
bered by its fine team work and 
the great :unning of Merrill and 
Jacobs, Their victories were de- 
cisive in every engagement anid 
their true value was tested to the 
ufmost as they fought Mexico to a 
standstill and came from behind 
Stanley Merrill, 
Grould’s leading scorer, gathered 
« grand total of 68 points, while 
scoring in every game of the sea- 
son. This placed him among’ the 
leading scorers in the state, ‘Tom 
Jacobs with 43 points scored in 
all but one game, This year’s 
eleven piled up the greatest num- 
ber of points of any Gould team 
with their grand total of 184, Their 
defensive strength, permitting 13 
points against them, did not quite 
match the teams of ’88 and ‘37 
Which allowed only two points and 
It to he scored.

EUROPE: 
Prepare Attack in Italy 

Lieut, Gen. Mark Clark's Fifth 
army cdged into position for a grand 
assault upon the Germans’ new de- 
fenses along the 2,500-foot high Mas- 
sico ridge In southern Italy, while 
the Nazis prepared to meet the 
charge by massing artillery and mor- 
tars on the front. 

On the Adriatic side of the battle- 
line ta the east, Gen. Bérnard Mont- 
gomery's Eighth army also drew 
up into position for the next big 
blow by crossing the short Trigno 
: river at several points. 

Meanwhile there were indications 
that the Germans might be planning 
u strong counter-offensive of their 
own somewhere In central Italy. 
Allled reconnaissance reported the 
nieady flow of Nazi troops and ma- 
tertel from the north toward the bat- 
tle zone. No such counter-offensive 
was expected, however, unless the 
Germans’ defense wetikened Allied 
allackers nnd drew them Into open 
tountry where Tank Specialist Er- 
win Rommel could maneuver ar- 
mor, 


Nazis Fight Guerrillas 

Pesky guerrilla activity in Jugo- 
Slavia commanded the attention of 
the Germans, with Marshal Rom- 
mel dispatching strong mechanized 
forces to quell the armed bands. dis- 
rupting communications and de- 
stroying industrial plants, 

But the effectiveness of Jugo-Slav 
guerrillas was threatened by anoth- 
er outbreak of factional dissension 
between the forces of King Pater's 
government and the new so-called 
“roedom army” of Tito Broz, which 
recently ws organized and has 
fought Independently. 

While the two politfeal organiza- 
tlon# reportedly have been harass- 
ing the Germans from one end of 
Juyosinvin to the other, they also 
have been accusing one another of 
collaborating with the Nazis, Broz’ 
faetfon sentenced 17 petsons to death 
for such collaboration, Including a 
former Juga-Slav general. 

In altemping to wipe out the two 
micrrilia armies, the German ar: 
inored columns drove Into the hilly 
couniry to which Jugo-Slay riflemen 
trellta for cover.

Food Contribution ° 


The other day when I stepped into 
the broadcasting studio just as the 
Farm and Home Hour had ended, I 
found some cookies, some Brown 
Betty and a meat loaf sandwich wait- 
ing. These samples had been saved 
from a more elaborate layout of 
good things made with soy beans 
which had been the subject of the 
F & H broadcast. 

I ate them with pleasure. Al- 
though the meat loaf was 25 per cent 
soy grits, it tasted exactly like meat 
to me. The codkies and the Brown 
Betty were excellent. 

Soy flour and soy grits—the bread 
had some soy flour. in it—are both 
on the market ready to contribute 
vitamins, mineral, protein, vim and 
vigor to our food, reducing the con- 
sumption of scarcer and more ex- 
pensive products. A saving of from 
20 to 25 per cent in meat and still 
having almost identical food values 
is nothing to be sneezed at. 

Soy, it is pointed out, is not a 
substitute but a supplement to other 
foods and you would be surprised 
how many tasty dishes can be pro- 
duced with jt, The Bureau of Hu- 
man Nutrition and Home Economics 
has a handy little pamphlet contain- 
ing recipes, and you can get one by 
writing to the bureau, care of the 
department of agriculture, Washing- 
ton, D, C,. 

There are recipes for mint loaf, 
chile con carne, suggestions for use 
of soy with vegetables when they are 
served as a main dish; soy in sauces: 
and mixed with cereals to give a 
richer protein diet—many sugges- 
tions for making what you have go 
further and accomplish more,
